RARE  OREGON  EMERGENCY  MONEY 

George  Abernathy,  a  Store  Keeper  in  Oregon  City,  Issued  Emergency 
Money  which  is  now  called  The  Abernathy  Rock.  He  used  Arrowheads 
to  which  he  glued  pieces  of  paper  on  which  were  written  his  Initials  and 
the  Amount  of  Money  at  which  they  were  redeemable  at  his  store. 

This  is  the  Identical  Piece  referred  to  in  Geo.  A.  Pipe’s  Article  on  Early 
Currency  of  The  Oregon  Country”  in  the  November,  1940  Numismatist. 
It  is  made  of  Flint  about  One  Inch  long  and  slightly  less  broad,  It  has 
one  Flat  Face,  the  other  side  being  a  very  small  Truncated  Pyramid  Obiong. 

On  the  Flat  side  is  glued  a  strip  of  paper  which  reads:  1844,  Abernathy,
